.dispute propositions never .advanced and refute statements never 
Wade; leaving the real issue untouched and uncontroverted. 


In thc-criticism of President Wheeler for giving Debs permission 


>to ,deliver a Socialist harangwe in the Greek Theater, which is a part 
of the State University, there was no denial of the right, no implica- 
tion that Debs was not entitled to hold and express his views within 
-the-Iimits prescribed by law. It was being allowed to denounce and 
malign the Federal Judiciary on the grounds of the State University, 
•under the auspices of.a student body, with the sanction of the head of 
tH«f institution, and .liis apparent approval, that we criticized and con- 
demned. The grounds of an educational institution, owned and sup- 
ported by tho public, is no place ior the delivery of partisan political 
speeches, much less for an intemperate, scurrilous denunciation of 
the courts and laws of the land. Candidates of no party should be 
permitted to appeal for votes on public property dedicated to educa- 
tion. Taft ror Bryan should not be allowed to use the University 
grounds and buildings as a hustings for partisan,debate. The speech 
of Debs was an offense to good morals and political propriety, but 
his;'right to say what he did elsewhere and under different auspices 
iis ri'qt-questi'Wied. It was being allowed to fulminate his candidacy 
and his anger at the Federal courts on the University grounds that 
[•we condemned as an abuse of President Wheeler's authority and 
as ah\affroni to public decency. 


The character of Debs and the tenor of his speech merely etti- 


Iphasizied the wrong committed by President Wheeler. The right of 
free speech is not involved in this matter; it is the propriety'of Dr. 
(Wheeler's conduct that is'in controversy. It was the permission 
gfven.D>ebs 10 speak where he did, and the-approving presence Dr. 
l|Wfieeler'gav2 to the occasion, that we condemn. Dr. Wheeler would 
'not Jiave permitted Debs to stand on the University grounds and 


, denounce President Roosevelt as corrupt and morally unijit to fill the 
! position he occupies, and he would have^een fully justified in refus- 
ing to permit anything so scandalous. There is no essential difference 
between attacking the integrity of the President and the attacks Debs 
made on,the Federal judges.

'A Presidential c; mpaign should not be determined on side issues 


affecting the moral character of individuals who are not candidates 
before the people, however prominent and active they may be as 
politicians.

indicate the measure of sincerity and honesty of intention, but the 
great vital questions of governmental policy, external and internal, 
should never be allowed' to slip from sight.

A man that would scorn to 
pass counterfeit moi ey will do what is infinitely meaner—pass to 
his neighbor false statements, bogus statistics and gross libels re- 
specting the characters and purposes-of those to whom he is politi- 
cally opposed. 


Hence assaults en privatev character during a political campaign 


have come'Ho' be received with suspicion and reservation. 
The 


malignant personal attacks on Grant, Garfield, Elaine and Cleveland 
illustrate the fact that derogatory charges made in the heat of a 
campaign are rarely truthful and never brought with a fair and 
honest intent. In the present campaign real discussion of public 
questions of the gravest moment is being relegated to the background 
that the political stag'e may sputter with red fire and an acrimonious 
debate regarding the personal character of men who are not candi- 
dates for the Presidency. 


The manner in which', this round of vaudeville heroics was pre- 


cipitated on the publ c does not indicate a sincere desire to serve tlje 
cause of truth and pt-hlic morality, but to serve a temporary purpose 
'not at all related to (he people's welfare.
